written  out  in  shorthand,  cut  up,  and  assorted  by  the  Phonetic 
Alphabet.  The  work  has  been  transcribed  six  times  with  a view 
to  its  improvement.  From  this  extensive  list  of  outlines  we 
have  now  drawn  out  all  words  that  contain  the  same  consonants, 
classi^ng^em  first  according  to  their  forms^  and  secondly  ac- 
cording to^Rir  positions^  as  determined  by  the  principal  vowel, 
it  is-^ndf/'h^ever,  to  be  expected  that  we  have  secured  every 
ght  to  find  a place  in  the  “ Reporter  s Assistant.”

In  consulting  the  “Assistant”  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  or- 
der of  the  letters  in  the  phonographic  alphabet b ; d ; etc- 
fixed  in  the  memory.  It  will  then  be  an  easy  task  to  find  any 
combination  of  consonants,  with  the  aid  of  the  leading  letters  at 
the  head  of  each  column. 

If  an  outline  ends  in  s or  ss^  a-s  \o  ND  and  the  proper  word 
is  not  found  in  the  “Assistant,”  it  must  be  supposed  to  be  a 
plural  noun,  or  a verb  in  the  third  person  singular,  and  the  word  ^ 
should  be  looked  for  under  its  simple  form,  thus  under  \ for

\j  for  \0  appeases.  The  plurals  and  past  tenses  are  intentionally 
excluded,  in  order  not  to  swell  the  book  to  undue  proportions.
